North has the opening lead. His 
two lang suds are beth headed by 
kings, and while we hesitate to 
open from a suit heaved by aking, 
there are times when this is the 
only opening in the hand, As the 
heart suit) is the longest the 
fourth best heart ds led---the seven 
spot—which the declarer — allows 
to ride around to his jack. The 
declarer then starts the spade 
suit, lending ace and queen from 
his hand, and then the three spot, 
winning the third trick in the 
dummy with the jack. On the 
three spades, North follows with 
the 10 of spades and discards the 
nix of diamonds and the six of 
clubs. South follows with the 
five, Aix and seven of spades, The 
king of spades is returned from 
dummy, Weat, the declarer, dis- 
carding the deuce of hearts. North 
dropping the four of hearts, 


Declarer then starts the clubs 
suit from dummy, leading: the 
king and qpeen of clubs and then 
the seven of clubs from dummy, 
South discarding the seven of dia- 
monds. Declnrer wins the trick 
with the jack, and North discards 
the eight of hearts. The ace of 
clubs is then Ted by ‘declarer, 
North dropping the three of. dia- 
monds, dummy following with the 
five of clubs and South playing 
the deuce of diamonds, 


You will notice that South first 
played the seven and then, the 
deuce of diamonds In order to ad- 
vise partner that he held the 
queen of dinmonds, as the dis- 
carding of the six and three of 
diamonds by North showed South 
where the king of diamonds was. 
Declarer ends the four of. dia- 
monds and North, disresarding the 
information obtained from part- 
ner, plays the nine of diamonds, 
dummy wins the trick. with the 
ace, and then returns the eight of 
dinmondsy which North is forced 
to win with the king: He must 
then ead into the declarer’s ten- 
ace in hearls which gives the de- 
ehirer ao small slam, 


If North had paid attention to 
South's discard, he would have 
thrown his king of diamonds on 
the diamond lead of the declarer, 
and North and South would have 
tuken three tricks, holding the de- 
elarer to four no trump.

THE CANTON VISIT 


On the continuation, of the Vil- 
Jaye Road murder case before Mr. 
Wynne-Jones, yesterday, the whole 
of the afternoon’ waa taken up 
with the witness Zimmern, first 
with the continuation of his ek- 
amination-in-chiof, and then _ his 
cross-examination by Mr. G. K. Hall 
Brutton.

seated, right round Happy Valley, 
and then to town, On the way, 
said Zimmern, Cheng. turned round 
twice, an though he felt that some- 
one was following him. He turned 
round once at. Daibutsu's (Arsenal 
Street) and witness asked him if 
someone was following the car.

Coal Dispute Fears, 


Britain's minc-owners and the 
men having failed to reach an 
agreement on the question of hours 
and wages, the Goyernment had no 
alternative but te introduce im- 
mediate Jegislation for the coal 
industry. It is designed to take 
the place of the measure, expiring 
in July, introduced by the Labour 
fovernment at the eleventh hour 
last year, and follows much the 
same lines, 
ment had contemplated a reduc- 
tion this year half by an 
hour to a seven hours day, but 
the Government’s Hill preserves 
the 74-hour day indefinitely, or 
until such) time at the Geneva 
Hours Convention is ratified by 
the coal-producing countries, The 
present arrangements in regard to 
wages are suaranteed for one 
year, after which the parties are 
free to negotiate. I is alse pro- 
posed to take advantage of the 
Bi to renew the marketing and 
prive-fixings machinery, — the provi-

‘There are cleur- 
ly 'wital matters of principle at 
stake—Iincluding whether and to 
what extent wages should be re- 
gulated by Act of Parliament— 
and the situntion is critical, the 
gravity of a stoppage being em- 
phasised by the growing signs of 
an industrial recovery in Britain.

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POLITICAL FEUDS 
IN GERMANY 


BY MILTON BRONNER 


HICAGO and other American 
cities may have their shock- 
ing gang murdera, but post- 

war Germany has expericneed for 
13 years a kind of political gang 
war which makes the record of 
the United States insignificant in 
comparison. 

In Germany, where — political 
Dattles have been fought with 
bullets as well as ballots ever 
since the ex-Kaiser, Was over: 
thrown, more than 600 persons 
have been slain in political feuds. 
Victims have ranged from the 
small fry to high public officials, 

The recent attempt on the life 
of Dr. Hans Luther, head of the 
German Reichbank, hag directed 
attention to the long list of crimes 
resulting from ‘political feuds, Dr. 
Luther. luckily escaped death, the 
would-be killer's bullet merely 
wounding him in the hand. The 
nagailant was a well-known Ger. 
man economist who opposed = Dr. 
Luther's iron fiseal decrees, 

The political murders in Ger- 
many are, not the work of isolated 
cranks. They’ are — carefully 
planned ¢rimes by various secret 


organizations, In come cases, the 


“vengeance courts” of the secret. 


organizations first “try” and “con- 
vict"” a man selected for  assassi- 
nation and thea send a represent- 


ative to kin him. Usually, the |’ 


victim a political enemy or some 
former inember of theit own or- 
yonisation who has been de- 
nounced as a “traitor.” 

The blot on Germany is that 
in all the 13 yenrs none of the 
murders committed has been 
punished by the death or even. the 
life imprisonment of any of the 
naxassins. ; ; 

“In many cases it has been re- 
ported no clue could be found 
to the killers, In many more cases, 
where men have been arrested for 
the crime, they have ‘been ac- 
quitted. In a few cases, they have 
been given nominal sentences of

Kurt ‘Eisner was the Commu- 
nist president of — the repub- 
llc in Bavarian, On Feb. 21, 1919, 
when he was on hig way to the 
Landtay (the upper house of the 
Bavarian Parliament) ‘he was shot - | 
and ‘killed. The assassin was 
condemned to death, but this was 
quickly commuted to life im- 
prisonment. . : 

Now strenuous this sentence 
wag can be scen from the fact that 
he was allowed to go to his es- 
{ate- to duperintend the work 
there. Later he was relevwed and 
is to-day prominent in the ‘politics 
of the extreme Right. 

The mass of Germans shrugged 
their ‘shoulders over these ‘ill- 
ings because, after all, the victims 
were Communists. But the mur- - 
derers of the Right soon sought 
higher ame.

Dr. Karl Gareis, a Socialist 
leader in the Bavarian ‘Landtag, 
was in the black books of the 
seeret organizations. — Ife had 
tried’ to probe Into the secret 
places. where the organizations 
had guns and ammunition hidden. 
On June 10, 1921, a8 he was on 
hia way home, he was shot to 
death.

The Erzberger ease is hotorious. -

At yesterday's closing meeting 
of the conferenes a new draft’ 
convention on the yirotection of 
children was adopted, prohibiting 
children being employed under 14 
years of age in any undertaking 
whatsoever.

ALIMONY «IN 
DIVORCE 


NON-COMPLIANCE 
WITH ORDER 


POWER OF A JUDGE 


An important deciston as to the 
payment of alimony was given by 
Mr. Justice Clauson in the Chancery 
Division when Mr, Bowen Davies, 
K.  C.,. on behalf of | Mrs. 
dane Blanchard, a judgment cre- 
ditor, asked for) Committal Order 
againet her husband, Mr. Stanley 
EK. Blanchard, for non-compliance 
with an order for payment of 
alfmony. 

‘Mr, Justice Clauson stated that 
he had no jurisdiction. to-commit a 
man to prison for non-compliance 
With an order of the Divorce Court. 
The point raised was a very impor- 
tant one, All that he had power 
to do was to make on order for pay- 
ment by instalmenta, or otherwise, 
if he was satisfied that the man 


muycht to pay, and if that order was, 


not complied with to order the com- 
mittal of the man for non-payment 
of the instalments. 

Mr. Davies stated that he was 
going to ask his Lordship to com: 
mit for non-compliance with the 
order of the Divorce Court, 

Mr, Justice Clauson—You are 
asking me to depart from the prac- 
tice whieh has been in force for 70 
years, 

Mr. Davies suid that in January, 
1026, Mrs, Hlanehard obtained a 
decree for judicml separation 
eyainst ber husband on the ground 
of chis adultery, ‘There were two 
children of the marruige, and she 
was granted the custody of them, 
Jn March of that year an order Jor 
ocrhiancent alimony at the rate of 
£5 no week Cree of tax was obtained, 
Mr. Blanchard made certain | pay- 
nents, but eventually fell into tur. 
rears, Various judgement Aum 
monses had been taken out against 
him, and an April this year the ar- 
rears amopnted to £390 and the 
costs ta SED, 


Judges’ Practice, 


Mis Lordship said) that it had 
been the practice not to enforce 
orders for alimony or maintenance 
beyond twelve months from the date 
ot the application, The judges 
were very much impressed with the 
terrible chardship which ocurred 
from these maintenance orders be- 
ing allowed to’ run on. 

Mr, Davies said that he desired 
the Court: in making % committal 
erder tu fix the amount to be paid at 
a figure which would = enable the 
wife to live in auch uw way as the 
Divorce Court thought she should 
live, 

Mr. Justice Clauson--What 1 
should dike to.do would be to say to 
the man: “'How much can you 
pay?’ Tf he can pay £4 a month or 
a week, Pwould says Phe moment 
you stop you will go to prison,” 
but I can't do that. Tam precluded 
by law because [have nay control 
over the Divorce Court ordef, "The 
legislature when it passed the 
Debtors’ Act took away the juris- 
diction of the Divorce Court to en- 
force orders fax committal. The 
explanation was that at the — time 
that Act was passed the Divorce 
Court was always dealing with 
people of substance and the matter 
never arose. — The situation had 
entirely changed since the war, and 
the Divorce Court was operating to 
an enormous extent with people in 
receipt of weekly wages. 

The ordinary processes of execu- 
tion were quite valueless. This 
anomaly had come to light, and the 
matter had become very important. 
Unfortunately the efforts which had 
been made to induce the Legislature 
to pay attention to this matter bad 
not been very successful, ' 

Giving evidence, Mr. Blanchard 
said that his wages as a newspaper 
worker were likely to be reduced to 
48 a week, He was.willing to pay 
his wife £3 2 week. Before he 
could apply to get the maintenance 
order varied he had to saye up.the 
necessary money. 

His Lordship said that fortunate- 
lv ac was allowed to use a Httle 
human intelligence in these matters 
in exercising hia discretion. 

Mr. Davies—-If you make an 
order for £3 « week, how can you 
enforce the payment of the five 


‘pounds? 


. Divorce Court Powerless. 


The Judge—Simply because you 
cannot get blood out of a stone, 
That is the anawer. All we can do 
is to apply some sort of rule of 
thumb and mako an order which 
docs not cause too much injustice to 
anyone. 

Mr. Juatice Clauson, giving judg- 
ment, sald that the diserction they 
had ‘to exercise caused the judges 
the serentest difficulty. Prior to the 
Dobtors” Act of 4869. thero was 
nothing to prevent the Divorce 
Court enforcing its own Orders for 
the payment of monoy, not only -by 
the ordinary processes of excution, 
but also by processes which would 
result in committal to prison. In 
the present ease the ordinary pro- 
cesses of exccutidn would be in- 
cective against Blanchard. The 
way: in which- a woman ‘could re- 
cover the stm payable as alimony 


PRINCESS’S GIFT TO 
MUSSOLINI 


HISTORIC HILL FOR 
ROME 


Rome, May 2. 

The apex of one of the seven 
hills of Rome Aventine has been 
presented to Signor Mussolini by 
its owner, the head of one of the 
oldest patrician families of Rome, 
the Princess Glulin  Ottobont 
Rasponi, It has been given In 
appreciation, of his work for the 
people, 


Known to-day as the “Castle of 
the Cresars,” the property is of 
yrent historical and romantic 
value, and it will be presented in 
turn by the Duce to the city of 
Rome for the use of the citizens 
in such a way as be may deter- 
mine,

BANDITS

THE ONE-MAN SYSTEM 


“The bank man is now, figura- 
tively and actually, in the firing 
line” declared Mr. A. B, McKay, 
of Glasyow, President of the Scot- 
tish Bankers’ Associgtion, at the 
annual delegate meeting in Stir- 
ling. 


“He.is suffering more in the Jaw. 
less epoch than’ any other class,” 
he proceeded. “I do not believe 
in arming staffa with revolvers. 
That is a set-back to the hands of 
time. If bandits knew staffs were 
armed the attacks would be all the 
more desperate, In any case, the 
revolver is & poor weapon com- 
pared with a sawn-off shot-gun. 


“To the motor bandit. all that 


stands between him and posses- 
sion iga frail youth. Nothing less 
than the removal of the cause of 
brigandage will bring security to 
the bankmen.” 


Mr, MeKay said some banks had 
ended the one-man bank system, 
“but others still risk having men’s 
blood on their hands by exposing 
isolated men to unnecessary risks.” 

The tremendous. incrense ‘of 
crimes of violence ‘igainst banks 
and bankers was due to economic 
ills, unemployment, want, and des- 
peration. :

Justice Clauson, “when I say that 
in my view the anomalica and dim- 
culties which surround this juris- 
diction will not be removed until the 
power is restored to the Divorce 
Court of enforcing {ts own orders 
ngainst the person of those with 
respect to whom they are made, The 
Court of Summary Jurisdiction lias 
that power, and it scems most 
anomalous -that the Divorce Court 
has beon deprived of it.” 


His Lordship refused -to " wrant 


leave to appeal, but said that if the 


Court of Appeal cared to have the 


matter brought before it ho would 
be the Inst to vegret such a course.

Oxford, May 3, 
The protest of Oxford ratepay- 
ers against the fnereased rate has 
been successful. ft was decided 


recently to increase the rate by Is. | 


4d., and a large number of rate- 
payers protested and formed an 
association. 2 


This morning a deputation pre- 
sented a petition bearing — 4,000 
signattres protesting to the Mayor 
ngcainst the increase. The original 
decision to increase the rate had 
been carried by a majority of only 
one vote, and there was a vigorous 
debate in the City Council this 


morning when it was decided that 


the increase should be 1s. 


Councillor R. T. Alden, during 
the discussion, said, “This is a 
stupendous thing to ank any city 
to bear in one yerr. We know our 
capital debt during the last twelve 
months has been increased enor- 
mouasly, AVe are now faced with a 
debt of over £3,000,000,” 


The use of Muminated signs for 
advertising purposes is in future 
to be strictly regulated at Oxford. 
It wan decided by the City Council 
yesterday that the colours red and 
green were not to be used in signs. 
No shop will be allowed to have 
more than one sign, and this must 
not be higher than the cayes or 
parapet of a building. 

Moving or intermittent lighting 
will be prohibited, and no sign is: 
to be, or have the appearance of 
being, a moving or changing one,

North has the opening lead. His 
wo Jang stula are both headed by 
kings, and while we hesitate to 
open from a suit buaced by a king, 
there ate times when this, is the 
only opening in the hand. As the 
heart suit is the longest the 
fourth best heart is led—the seven 
spot—which the, declarer allows 
to ride around to his jack. The 
declarer then starts the spade 
suit, leading ace and queen from 
his hand, and then the three spot, 
winning the third .trick in the 
dummy with the jack. On- the 
three spades, North follows with 
the 10 of spades and discards the 
aix of diamonds and the six of 
clubs, South follows with the 
five, six and seven of spades, The 
king of spades is returned from 
dummy, West, the declarer, dis- 
carding the deuce of hearts. North 
dropping the four of hearts. 


Declarer then starts the clubs 
suit from dummy, leading the 
king and queen of clubs and then 
the seven of clubs’ from dummy. 
South discarding the seven of dia- 
monds., Declarer wins the trick 
with the jack, and North discards 
the eight of hearts. The ace of 
ubs da then Ted by declarer, 
North dropping the three of din- 
monds, dummy following with the 
five of clubs and South playing 
the deuee of dinmonds. 


You will notice that South first 
played the seven and then the 
deuce of dinmonds in order to ade 
vise partner that he held — the 
queen of dinmonds, as the’ dfse 
carding of the six and three of 
diamonds by North showed South 
where the king of diamonds was.

General Hindenburg, aged Pre- 
sident of the German Republic his 
aecepted the resignation of the 
Broening: Government,

ference was due to General THin- 
denburg'’s inability to agree with 
fome meastres whieh Dr Bruen- 
inyr intended to include in’ his 
emergency deerce, ‘The President 
was particularly opposed to the 
scheme te expropriate part of the 
bigs Jand-owners' catates, especial.

Golden Cakes. 


It is not always realised that 
golden syrup. added to scones 
and cakes makes surface browning 
easier, and also saves exes and 
sugar. Here are dome recipes that 
will be «found simple and well 
worth trying:—- 

_ ‘Small Tea Cakes. 

» Put 2 uz. margarine in a bowl 
with tooz caster sugar and Zo, 
golden syrup, and beat to a cream, 
Add t egy, then stir in G oz, flour 
(previously sifted with a small 
teaspoonful baking pawder) and 2 
oz preserved —yginger  (chopped.) 
Mix thoroughly, put the mixture 
into small tins (well greased) or 
into paper cases: sprinkle the tops 
with sugar, and bake for about 20 
minutes in a moderate even. 

Light Gingerbrend. 

I remember great indignation 
beings, expressed at oa country 
flower show by some of the women 
exhibitors in the “baking section” 
because the judges (bakers by pro- 
fession) had given first and second 
prizes of gingerbread made with 


ayrup instead of treacle! Certain- 
ly many people prefer their ging- 
erbread “treacly,” but there is no 
doubt that o cake made with 
golden syrup looks .better and is 
ensier to make successfully. 
Cream together 2 02. butter and 2 
oz, sugar, add 1 egg, beat again, 
then stir in % Ib. flour (previous- 
ly sifted with 2  tablespoonfuls 
ground rice, a teaspoonful baking 
powder, and a teaspoonful ground 
winger.) Lastly add 2 tablespoon. 
fuls golden syrup, mix thoroughly, 
and bake in a rather slow oven for 
about an hour. 

‘ Coffee Cake. 

Beat together {iil creamy 
oz, margarine or butter, 1 02, 
caster sugar, and s tablespoonful 
golden - syrup, and 1 egg, beat 
again, then stirin 4 oz. flour 
(previously sifted with a small 
teaspoonful baking powder), and 
lastly 2 tenspoonfuls — coffee 
essence, ; 

Mix thoroughly, pour into a flat 
tin’ (well greased), and bake in a 
moderate open for about half an 
hour. 

Leave to cool, > then cover with 
coffee icing made by mixing to- 
gether 4 good tablespoonfuls icing 
suger, 2 teaspoonfuls coffee 
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essence, and 1 teaspoonful cold 
water. Add ‘the water to the 
sugar first, then the essence, and 
sprernd on the enke while still 
slightly warm. 

Lunch Fruit Cake. 

Beat 6 oz- butter or margarine 
and 3 oz, sugar to a cream, stir in 
2 egys, add | 1b, flour, 2 oz. each of 
currants, sultanns, and — stoned 
raising, 2 0z, chopped candied peel, 
the rind of a Temon (grated).

Coal Dispute Fears, 


Britain's mine-awners and the 
men having failed too reach an 
agreement on the question of houra 
and wares, the Government had no 
alternative but ta introduce im- 
mediate legislation for ‘the coal 
industry. It ia designed to take 
the place of the measure, expiring 
in July, introduced hy the Labour 
Government at the cleventh hour 
last year,"and follows much the 
same Hnes. The Labour Govern- 
ment had: contemplated sa reduc- 
tion this year half by an 
hour fo a seven hours day, but 
the Government's — Bill) preserves 
the 74-hour day indefinitely, or 
until such .time at) the Geneva 
Hours Convention ia ratified by 
the coal-producing countries. The, 
present arrangemonts in regard to 
wages are guaranteed for one 
year, after which the parties are 
free to negotiate, It is alse pro- 
posed to take advantage of the 
Bill to renew the marketing and 
price-fixings machinery, the provi- 
sions for which do not expire un- 
til the end of the your, As was, 
perhaps, to he expected in view 
of the failure of the owners and 
miners to agree, the Bill is likely 
to meet with resistance by Labour 
members of the Commons and in 
the minefields should Parliament- 
ary protests prove usclers, The 
dispute hangs upon an exceedingly 
important point. Both‘ownera and 
miners are virtually agreed that 
the mines cannot, in preacnt cir- 
cumstances, revert to the 7-hour 
day, as they will; tititématically, 
on July 8, if the present BIllis not 
passed. The miners, however, 
while agreeing, maintain that asa 
T-hour day is the normal mining 
day, and that if for special rea- 
sons half an hour is added, the 
levistation enacting that half-hour 
extra should accure their wages 
for the period for which the spe- 
cial legislation lasts. They are 
secking for the fixing of a ‘definite 
period, instead of the unlimited 
period contemplated ‘by the Go- 
vermont, snd demand that. during 
that fixed period, present wages 
should be guaranteed.

The blot on Germany is, that 
in all the 13 years none of the 
murders committed has been 
punished by the death or even the 
life Imprisonment of any of the 
assassins. 

In miny cases it has been re- 
ported no elt could’ be found 
to the killers. In many more cases, 
where men have been arrested for 
the crime, they have ‘been ac- 
quitted. In a few cases, they have 
been given nominal sentences of 
from one to three years’ im- 
prisonment and usually have been 
freed long before their time was

Dr. Karl Gareis, a Socialist 
Ieader in the Bavarian Landtag, 
was in the black books of the 
secret organizations.

NON-COMPLIANCE 
WITH ORDER 


POWER OF A JUDGE 


An Important decision os to the 
payment of alimony was given by 
Mr. Justice Clauson in the Chancery 
Division when Mr, Bowen Davies, 
Ko oC, (an) behalf { of | Mrs. 
Jane Blanchard, a judgment — ere- 
ditor, asked for a Committal Order 
against her husband, Mr. Staniey 
Ey Blanchard, for non-compliance 
with an order for payment of 
alimony. : 
“Mr, Justice Claugon stated that 
he had no jurisdictiqn te commit a 
mun to prison for non-compliance 
with an order of the Divorce Court. 
The point raised waa a very impor- 
tant one, AH that .he had power 
to do was to make an order for pay- 
ment by instalments, or otherwise, 
if he was xsntistied that the man 
ought to pay, and if that order was 
not complied with to order the com- 
mittal of the man for non-payment 
of the instalments, 

Mr, Davies stated that he was 
going to ask his Lordship to com- 
mit for noncompliance with the 
order of the Divuree Court, 

Mr. Justice Clausun-—You are 
asking me to depart from the prac- 
tice whieh bas been in force for 40 
veara, 

Mr. Davies said that in January, 
126, Mrs, Blanchard obtained a 
devwree for  guaderal separation 
ayainst her husband on the ground 
of bra adudters, There were two 
children ot the marriage, ahd she 
Was granted the custody of them, 
dn March of that an order for 
rormnuient alunony oat the rate of 
Lh a week (ree of tax was obtained.

ing allowed to run on. 

Mr, Davies anid that he desired 
the Court. in making oa committal 
order to fix the amount to be paid at 
a figure whieh would enable the 
Wile to live in such a owiy as the 
Divoree Court thought she should 
live. 3 

Mr. Justice Chiuson--What 1 
should like to do would be to say to 
the man: "How much can you 
pay?" Tf he ean pay £4 a month or 
aweeh, Lwoul says “The moment 
you slop you will go to prison,” 
but l can’t do that. [am precluded 
by law beeanse [have no control 
over the Divorce Court order. The 
Jegishiture when it) passed the 
Debtors’ Act took away the juris- 
diction of the Divorce Court to en- 
force orders for committal, The 
explanation was that at the time 
that Act was passed the Divoree 
Court was always dealing with 
people of substance and the matter 
never urose. ‘The sitdation had 
entirely changed since the war, und 
the Divoree Court was operating to 
an enormous extent with people in 
receipt of weekly wages, : 

The ordinary proceases of execu- 
tion were quite valueless. This 
anomaly had come to light, and the 
matter had become very important. 
Unfortunately the efforts which had 
been made to induce the Legislature 
to pay attention to this matter had 
not been very successful. : 

Giving evidence, Mr, Blanchard 
said that his: wayes as 1 newspaper 
worker were likely to be reduced to 
£8 a week, He was willing to pay 
his wife £3 a week. Before he 
could apply to get the maintenance 
order varied he had to save up the 
necessary money, . : 


His Lordship said that fortunate- 
ly he was allowed to use a little 
human intelligence in these matters 
in exercising his diserction.

Divorce Court Powerless.

WAGE GUARANTEE 


London, May 30. 

Hope for the British coal trade 
lies not in work in politics, but 
in sejence, declared Mr. Walter 
Runciman, President of the 
Board of Trade, moving the 
second reading of the -Govern- 
ment’s Coal Bill, in the House 
of, Coamons to-night.

GENEVA HOURS CONVENTION. 


Mr. Runciman snid that in pre- 
sent conditions a drop from the 
preagnt seven and half houra day 
tu a seven hours day, which would 
become effective on July 8th un- 
less the new regulation were pass. 
ed, was impracticable and ought 
hot to be contemplated. 

Immediately the Geneva Hour 
Convention was ratified, however, 
by the seven countries concerned 
the seven and nv half hours’ day 
provided in the present bill would 
at once revert to seven and quarter 
at the period provided in the con- 
vention, 


GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE. 


In reyvard to. wages, the owners 
had given a guarantee which 
would secure to miners through- 
out the country, the maintenance 
for twelve months of wages at 
their present level.
